and all uider British Rule leaving them reason- 
ably free in all matters of internal admi- 
nistration, 
As far as evacuation goes Mr. Dicey opposes 
it. Mr, Robertson would obviously deprecate 
it as premature. That seems to be the only 
point on which these two gentlemen disagree, 
Mr. Dicey complains that the modern EgyptidB 
is morally inferior to his forbears “or at least 
not superior”, while Mr Robertson is said, we 
know not with what truth, to have stated that 
in his opinion the modern Egyptian was some- 
what maligned, While holding that owing to 
evil traditions, the seclusion of women, and 
an unfortunate history, the Egyptian is ‘as & 
rule morally inferior to the average citizen of 
the principal European states, we are none the 
less confident that the best type of modern 
Egyptian is superior to his forbears, It is idle 
to.quote the names of illustrious Egyptians 
of the past century Without exception they 
were not Egyptians, but Turks, European 
renegades, Armenians, or Circassians. Sut 
eiman Pasha, the great Mehemet Ali, 
Lazoghlu, Ibrahim Pasha, Nubar, Tigrane, 
Riaz, Ismail Pasha were all men who 
played a great part in the history of Egypt. 
But they were no more Egyptians than some 
of the subscribers to the “Egyptian Standard,” 
ae arguments based on their Egyptian 
si have no foundation whatever of fact. 
Indeed, only two Egyptians stand out pro- 
minently between 1850 and 1882: one was 
Arabi Pasha, who was no genius—simply a 
tool in the hands of a group of intriguers— 
and the Mufettish, of whom the less said 
the better! Sheikh Mohamed: Abdou was the 
first real Egyptiun/to show more than ordinary 
ability, and we have now several men who in 
the language of the trainer are “coming on.” 
“Bhey ate pure Egyptians and their advent, in 
our opinion, betokens .that an advance has 
been made both intellectually and morally. 
As for Mr. Dicey’s view that -we must 
proclaim a Protectorate, the only rejoinder is 
that by so doing we break the pledges we havé 
given to France, Egypt and the Powers, Such 
a course involves risks of the gravest nature. 
Nor, from the point of view of mere abstract 


\ 


morality, does it commend itself to us, It may _ 


of course be urged that in political matters 
the morality of expediency is the only moral- 
ity worth considering. If that is conceded 
let us then annex Egypt, throw France 
into the arms of Germany, and defy a 
hostile Europe. The course. is perfectly 
plain, Mr. Dicey has doubtless counted the 
cost, and all will be well in the.end, even if we 
create a hostile coalition by our breach of 
faith. To the layman unversed in interna- 
tional politics the scheme seems as perfidious 
as it is dangerous, But Mr. Dicey i is believed 
to be well grounded—an expert in fact—in 
international politics. But Mr, Robertson 
wou d not hear of annexation. “In the multi- 
tude of councillors there is wisdom,” but what 
if their councils are mutually exclusive ?

THE PAST YEAR'S WORK. 


The following is the text of the speech 
delivered at the annual general meeting of the 
British Chamber of Commerce of Egypt by the 
president, Mr. H. P. Kingham :— 

Gentleman,— Before dealing with the actual 
work of the Chamber daring the past 12 
months, I think it may interest you if I give a 
brief summary of the remarkable advance in 
Epypt’s imports and exports during the year 
1906, In round figures, the imports amounted 
to 24 millions, thus showing an increase of 
24 millions on the preceding year. On the 
other hand, the exports totalled 25 millions, 
or 44 millions in advance of 1905. 1n 1905, 
the balance of the imports and exports was 
slightly against this country,and certain parties 
deduced from this that Egypt was going to 
rack and ruin ; it is, theretore, satisfactory that 
the figures for 1906 have refated these pessi- 
mistic predictions. With regard to England's 
share of Egypt’s total imports, I find that in 
1902 her percentage was 87.4, in 1903 36.1, in 
1904 33.5, and in 1905 33 %. This gradual 
shrinkage was arrested last year when Eng- 
land’s proportion rose to 33.5 %. During 1906, 
France increased her trade with Egypt by 
nearly one per cent., Germany by 1.1 %, and 
Belgium by 1.3 %. 

There has been much correspondence in 
the papers with reference to the recent finan- 
cial stringency in this country, and many 
explanations —for the most part erroneous— 
have been advanced. We are accustcmed to 
inacouracies from newspapers, but it is regret- 
table that London Bank officials commit 
themselves in public meeting to the state- 
ment that the demand for gold was due to 
speculation in land, We have it on the highest 
anthority—that of the Financial Adviser to 
the Khedive—that the extra demand was 
for purely trade purposes, The amount of 
cotton shipped in 1906 was 6,696,£69 cantars, 
againat 6,52°,085 cantare in 195. The ave- 
rage price per cantar in 1906 was £3065, 
against only £2,421 in 1905. hia increase in 
value more than accounts for the extraordi- 
nary imports of gold daring the latter part of 
1906, which I may mention totalled-about 8 
millions. so i 

Tarning to our Chamber, it is pleasing to 
note that the accoants prove a flourishing 
state of effairs again, and that there is an | 
excess of income over expenditure which is | 
ouly £5 inferior to that ot last year despite 
our incressed expenditure. The Chamber's 
policy of giving its members, free of charge, 
almost every conceivable kind of information— 
even down to advising the Consul on the chan- 
ces a Isdy typist would have of earning her 
living here—has been carefaly carried out 
during 1906. Diepates between mannfactarers 
and their agents here have been referred to 
us, and a large number of confidential reports | 
on the standing of proposed buyers or. agents 
have been sapplied to members, while many 
firms at home have had agents recommended 
to them by us. We were asked on more 
than one occasion to help home mannfacto- 
rers out of difficulties they had got into 
throogh having entered into relations with 
firms on this side abont whom they knew 
absolutely nothing. As it turned out, an en- 
quiry through this Chamber would, in each 
case, have pot people on their guard. We 
have had visits daring the year from sondry 


\ of oar home members who have thus received 


personal attention from oar Secretary. We 
have also corresponded on behalt of members 
with other Chambers of Commerce—notably 
with those of New York, Shanghai, Constan- 
tinople, Tanis, and Bombay. We have also 
been able to assist various Departments. of 
the Ezyptien and Sadan Governments with 
information, the same remarks applying to 
our Consuls both here and in Cairo. 

Daring the course of tha last 12 monthe, we 
have corresponded with the British Ageney in 
Cairo on several matters, one of the most 
important being on the subject of the Bank- 
ruptoy Laws. We were asked our opinion on 
certain proposals pat forward by the Import 
Association here, who wished to modify the 
exieting law on the Concordat Preventif by 
introdncing a clause requiring that a debtor 
should obtain the sanction of three-quarters of 
the number of the creditors representing three- 
quarters of the amount of the liabilities. We, 
however, disagreed with these proposals, as we 
held thet they would give greater power to the 
smaller creditors. We put forward our own 
ideas on the matter, and I am glad to say that 
the Jadicial Commission adopted our views on 
the Import Association's suggestions. 

I regret that we have not always been so 
successful in other efforts we have made fo: 
the benefit of British trade. For example, w: 
endeavoured to secure the proper folding of 
piece goods, As you ara aware, piece goods are 
now folded to represent yards or metres, but 
the folding ia frequently misleading and injary 
is done to honest firms, who fold exactly to 
measure, However, the difficulties of dealing 
with the matter were foand to be insuperable. 
Other work which was done by us during the 
yoar, incloding tha investigation of variou- 
complaints, principally those relating to th 
application of “ardieh,” and the alleged prefer 
ence given to an onion exporter in the matte 
of storage groand on tha quays. These were 
however, of minorimportance, and I need not 
tronble you with the detaily. We were also 
instramental in obtaining the continued 
ronniog daring the sammer months of 
the sorting van in connection with the 
letters fur Alexandria by the Brindisi mail, 
At the suggestion of oor Cairo Committes, an 
employment register was started, and epplica- 
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tions from clerks and employers were invited. 


@ received. many such applications. from 
clerks, but practically none from employers, 
and thie despite the fact that the work was 
duly advertised and done gratuitously. 

Two delegates from this Chamber—Mr. 8. 
H. Carver and Mr. H. E, Barker—were ap- 
pointed to attend the Congress of the Chambers 
of Commerce of the Empire, which was held in 


‘London last Jaly. * 


I am pleased to be able to report a consider- 
able increase in membership daring the conrse 
of the past year. Oa Ist January 1906 we had 
898 member, whilst at the end of the year the 
figures were 478,-being a net gain of 80 aup- 
porters. : 

With regard to the monthly Journal, it is 
rather an anomaly that the greater the increase 
iu membership, the larger becomes the appa- 
rent leas on the publication, unless a corres- 
ponding increase. in advertisements takes 
piece. A number of new advertisements were 
secured in 1906, but the fall benefit does not 
appear in last year’s accounts: At the pre- 
sent moment, the advertisements in force show 
au increase in value for 1907 over 1906 of 
£54. ‘MOte interest is being taken in the 
Joatnal, and I think the namber. of persons 
who read our pablication, and do not imme- 
diately throw it into the wastepaper basket as 
soon as they have removed the envelope, is 
increasing. Our articles are copied in various 
trade journals (inclading the weekly one issaed 
by the Board of Trade) and English nows: 
papers. We also get enquiries from advertise- 
ment contractors at home for oor rates, and 
we received more than one advertisement 
daring the year for which we in no way 
solicited, thus showing that the journal is 
becoming more and more known. A propos 
of the journal, I cannot help thinking that the 
increase in the floor shipments from England 
daring 1906 has been inthe main due to the 
mannerin which we have from time to time 
drawn the attention of home ‘millers to this 
market. A firm of British mi!lers—for whom we 
toundagentshere—recently wrote us totheeffect 
that they had done very well with the people 
we had mentioned to them. They also gave 
us particulars of the floar they were regalarly 
shipping, and they expressed the hope that 
their tonnage would indace the steamship 
companies to give them better facilities and 
more regular sailings. 

That is nearly all I have to say, -bot 
there is jast one other matter to which | 
should like to refer. You will remember that 
the opinion of this Chamber—along with that 
of other similar bodies—on the subject ot 
the abolition of the Capitulations was invited 
by Lord Cromer‘in his last annnal report. 
Well, your Committee made a commanica- 
tion to his Lordship on the subject. It is 
neither necessary nor expedient that I should 
go into detaile, but the main drift of our 
opinion was in favour of the abolition of the 
Capitulations provided that the necessary 
guarantees secaring the permanency of the 
British supremacy in Egypt were given. Cer- 
tain reservations were made as ‘to details. 
I feel sure that every member of this Cham- 
ber will approve our declaration. 


EGYPT'S TRADE. 


JANUARY RETURNS. 

The great activity and demand for goods 
daring the marketing of the cotton crop from 
September onwards, culminating in the large 
clearances during December to settle up 
accounts, usually bring about a set-back. in 
the volume of imports at the toro of the 
year. The returns for Jast month show no 
exception to therule, the imports for that 
month amounting to L.E. 2,036,463 as against 
L.E. 2,659,737 in the previous month. There 
is, however, a big increase of L B. 258,739 
on the figures for January, 1906. The exports 
during last month amounted to L.E. 3,808,655, 
an increase of L E, 845,953 on the figores for 
the corresponding month last year.

THE COMING OF KHARTOUM. 


> 


BY ONE OF THE GARRISON. 


As I write this, a few days before Christmas, 
great tidings are to hand of a valuable con- 
signment, of Christmas puddings on the way 
from London. These accompanied by a case of 
good: old Eaglish bolly, berries and all, were 
sifely detrained at the present terminus of the 
Cape-to-Cairo Railway, just over the way on 
the Bine Nile opposite to vs in Khartoum. 
Could anything more genially emphasise the 
wondroos transformation scene — surpassing 
anything that old Drary Lane con!d produce— 
which British rale, or ra'her the rola of Bri- 
tons, has effected here in afew short years / 

Often as the lacnbrations of Little Eug- 
anders aud anti-nationalists, who seem to be 
the top dog at home jast now, filter through 
tous with the papers from Cairo, one looks 
around and realises the mighty pity of the 
remoteness of these great racial object-lessons 
from the ignorant horde of island-bound fanatics 
who bark like frightened curs at every distant 
vision, of Empire. But, of course, you must have 
been here in the dark days of battle, murder, 
and sudden death to appreciate fally the 
brilliance of the presgnt, irradiating from a 
new and splendid city which has arisenin a 
few short years ont of a filthy shambles smell- 
ing of blood. A 

Imagine, if, yon can, that you are nearing 
Khartoum by rail; after a thousand miles of 
comparstive waste and barrenness which has 
become by this tima rather wearisome. Some 
one tells you that the city is in sight. You look 
towards it and are charmed, forit seems a 
vetitab’e Ejen of verdure atter your late ex- 
posiences. Backed by the African blue of the 
sky, and bowered in beaatiful masses of green, 
interspersed with gracefal palms, rises the 
white palace of the Governor, a glistening mass 
of buildings, in which beauty and elegance 
have not bsen sacrificed to certain military 
considerations which wisely entered into the 


‘| design of a stractare-thst was to rise upon 
‘| the scene of Gordon's tragic end. So its walls 


are stout, and along the river front they present 
@ yery plain and militant appearance. 

The verdant appearance of the city, which 
adds so mach to the strange charm of its situa- 
tion, is doe to the fact that the’ Dervish 
hordes who did their best to destroy what 
Gordonleft, including his palace, never thought 
of cutting down the trees, many of which 
Gordon himeelf had. placed there; while all 
his rose-trees wore left by the Mahdist vandals 
jast as he planted them, and atill bear witness 
in the garden of the Governor- General to the 
heroic soldier’s care for. simple things amidst 
the desperate defence of the beleaguered city. 

From.the river front‘one enters the palace 
by an arched gateway in the long wall. Once 
inside, » charming picture captivates our geze 
—green lawns shaded by beantiful masses of 
foliage ; vistas of fair gardens ablaze with 
flowers of many a hue, both tropical and 
Earopesh, which lore one in every direction, 
as one. gez9s on the parklike scene where 
sun and ‘shadow divide their reign amidat 
magnificent trees and tiny streamlets of spark- 
ling water. ‘Ibe grounds are in all aboot 
éleven acres in-extent, ‘and present a triomph 
-of assiduous gardeningin sach close proximi- 
ty to the Equator. 

The gasden front of the Palace is destined 
to secure the maximum amount of coolness 
and .comfort with its triple tiers of arched 
colonnades formed in a hollow square. Artis- 
tically carving flights of steps lead ap from 
the rosery to the lower colonnade. This is 
based upon a fnrther series of arches, which 
alzo do much to secure the coolness of tha in- 
terior. One of :haee f'ghts of steps leads past 
the sceneof Gordon’s last stand and death, 
and this is marked for the benefit of fatare 
generatiovs with an inscription ppona granite 
slab. The state and private apartments are 
handsome, well-proportioned rooms, and there 
can only be one opinion that, chaffed as they 
may have been at different times vver other 


-| achievements, Khartoum and its palace will 


always remain a splendid monument to the 
architectural ingenuity of the Roysl Engi- 
neers. ‘They designed and decorated the palace, 
andit is upon their plans that so many fine 
buildings have been, and are being, erected 
in the‘city at the present moment. 
Khartoum has been so rapidly modernised 
that it is impossible to say where it will stop 


| when the completion of the great tranaconti- 


nental line places it in one of the world’s 
great commercial highways. Already in its 
present state of development a spleadid 


monument of British civilising energy, it is

The entrance fea of the latter 
is not extravagant, botits subscription is up 
tothe size of a good olab in London for those 
who livein Khartoum. The dioners are’ good, 
and its rooms comfortably farnished, while 
polo and race-meetings make it a genetal refi- 
dez vous. f 

As a setting to the many architectural 
features of the city, beautifal gardens have 
been laid out in many directions and planted 
with trees and flowers. For two miles along 
the river side rans a promenade shadéd with 
palms and other trees, while shrubberies attract 


the eye on all sides, in which the flora almost }' 


entirely belongs to the Soudan. Here Khartoum’ 
society rides and walks, or perchance it betakes 
itself to the zoologica) gardens, in which 
military band alawys plays on Sundays, 

It is a pity that more of the actual building 

of new Khartoum could not have been given 
to natives, but the Mahdist terror which 
destroyed the land and all its ancient handi- 
crafts is responsible for the fact that the work 
has had to be given to Italians. The natives, 
however, are eager to be taught everything, 
and under the benign rale of Britain the 
country is being once more repopalated, and, 
as @ sheikh observed to me the other day, 
“Oar people have never known such blessings, 
such peace and jnstice before.” 
* There is plenty of work every day in 
Khartoum for able-bodied natives who, each 
race by itself, live in their own village canton- 
ments outside Khartoum, each under the rule 
of their own héadman, whom we hold respon‘ 
tible for their orderly behaviour and cleanliness: 
All— men, women, and. children—are perfeotly 
happy and contented. Work is well paid, and, 
besides that which the men do, thonsands ot 
women find employment at good wages in the 
building works, mixing mortar, digging founda- 
tione, carrying brick, eto., or act as gardeners 
or sweepers, ‘he black hand of oppression has 
been lifted from the land, and all are free to 
have and to hold what is their own without 
fear and trembling. As one moves around and 
sees the evident happiness of the people, one 
cannot help an occasional snexking feeling of 
pride in the work of one’s race, thongh ro 
doubt our Little Boglandera would find, some- 
thing to bark at, os they did at the destruction 
of the Mahdi’s tomb, Huwever, the work is 
likely to outlast them end their opinions 
together. 

‘I'he ruins of the. Mahdi’s tomb, the Khalifa’s 
house, and the Dervish arsenal are still the 
chief attractions at Omdarman, which is on 
the White Nile about three miles round the 
corner Westward. With its mud hovels it serves 
to emphasise the change in the timer, although 
itis now intersected by wide roads and is 
ander strict police supervision. No doubt it 
will gradually disappear with the extension of 
the modern city, for we are still dreaming of 
fatare development’, and with the aboundirg 
prosperity which mast come with the develop- 
went of the great reilway commanicstions to 
the east and south;.it is impossibie to place a 


limit to the fatore magnificence of the new. | 


city.
